probable proves true, the Portuguese 
steamship Vega and the British sviling 
ship Fred B. Taylor of Yarmouth, N. S., 
have been in collisién, and one or both 
have gone tothe bottom. Such a ca- 
lamity would involve 600 lives in the 
greatest peril. Capt. Cassen, of the 
tank-ship Ocean, which reached here 
from Amsterdam Saturday, said 
that on the preceding Thursday 
morning his vessel ‘passed the 
stern of a. sailing” ship which 
had evidently been cut in twain 
by some other craft, about 260 miles 
east of Sandy Hook. The wrecked stern 
was bottom up and the ship’s name was 
submerged. Above the water in plain 
letters on the stern he read ‘‘Yarmouth, 
N.S.” Captain Cassen gave a descrip- 
‘tion which tallies almost exactly with 
the measurements of the stern of the 
Fred B. Taylor. The cut, he said, was 
just such a cut as a big iron-hulled 
steamship would make ,when cleaving 
a wooden vessel. 

The Taylor left Havre in ballast, 
manned by acrew of twenty-two men, 
under Capt. Hurlburt, May 12, and she 
has now been out forty-four days. On 
June 12 she was reported about 950 
miles east of Sandy Hook. The Taylor 
was a fast sailor and should have been 
in New York eight days ago at least. 
What connects the Portuguese steamer 
Vega with the missing - ship is 
the fact that the steamship Vega, 
which left Lisbon on the 5th of 
June is now fivedavs overdue. Ske 
was consigned toG. Amsink & Co., of 
this city, and when she left Lisbon 
there were 316 steerage passemgers on 
board. She was under command of 
Capt. Rosa and manned by acrew of 
about fifty men and officers inclusive. 
She always stops at the Azores for pas- 
sengers, hence it is believed there were 
at least 564 persons on the vessel when 


rarely occupies more than fifteen days, 
including stops, and one of the agents 
yesterday said he expected the arrival 
of the vessel last Wednesday. 

There is nothing to indicate that the 
Vega was in collision with the Fred B. 
Taylor beyond the fact that the steamer 
on her last voyage here would take al- 
most the same course as the sailing 


course, and that she could and probably 


would overtake the ship. Those inter- 

ested in the latter fully believe that she 
is lost, and that what is now suspicion 
may prove a direful certainty. The

Phe Census Office has issued a bulletin 
on the population of the United States 
by color, se® and nativity. During the 
decade from 1880 to 1890, the males 
increased from 25,518,820 to 32,067,- 
860, or 25.66 per cent.; the females 
from 24,686,963 to 380,554,370, or 
24.02 percent. Of the total popula- 


tion 58,372,703 are native born and 


9,249,547 foreign born. The increase’ 
inthe native born during the decade 
was 9,896,863, or 22.76 per cent., as 
against an increase for the decade 
ended by 1880 of 31.78 per cent. 
The increase in foreign born was 2,- 
569,604, or 38.47 per cent., as against

THE COUNTERFEITERS. 


Latest Developments About the 
San Francisco Gang. 


The Government Agents Still Gath- 
ering in its Members, 


A Number of Other Important Ar- 
rests to Be Made Sdon. 


An Agent of the Coiners Believed to Have 
Discovered. 


The Government agents at San Fran- 
| cisco are still gathering in the members 
of the band of counterfeiters who have 
for so long been flooding the upper 
Coast with bogus coin. It is believed 
that the gang operated principally 
north of the Tehachepi, but there is 
now no longer ‘any doubt but what they 
had placed agents in this city and San 
Diego, and some of the counterfeits 
were got in circulation, but fortunately 
the exposé and capture of the ring- 
leaders put a stop tothe traffic before 
the country was flooded. The San 
Francisco Examiner gives the following 
additional particulars concerning the 
members of the gang already in cus- 
tody: 

The capture of the counterfeiters, Ab. 
batli and Viscounte, and the follow- 
ing arrests of D. M. Howell of Stockton and 
Charles M. Mrrray of this city, assure t 
breaking. up of the greatest gang of coine 
that has ever operated in the Pacific States. 

The Government agents are well satisfied 
Pie theresults of their labors in havilg 

ed the prigcipal coiners, and are now 
ed to gather in the smaller fry, 
ahs tad whom are middlemen and passers of 
the bogus currency. Howell arrived in the 


city yesterday from Stockton in the cus- | 


tody of Sheriff Tom Cunningham, who ar- 
restedhim. The prisoner was accompanied 
by his wife, a lady friend and his attorney. 
He was immediately taken before United 
States Commissioner Sawyer, who held him 
to answer for having in his possession and 
passing counterfeit coin. His bail was 

xed a $30,000, and in defaultof it he was 


ocked upin the County Jail. 


Charles M. Murray, arrested on Wednes- 
day night by Secret Service Agent Harris, 
was also held to answer on a similar 
charge in $10,000 bail. Murray and How. 
ell are eran members of the gang, be- 
ing middlemen who ordered the counter- 
feit coin from the makers and then dis- 
posed of it to the ‘‘shovers,’’ who, in turn, 
put it in circulation by passing it off in 
stores or wherever opportunity offered. 
Their position was much the same as that 
of wholesalers who purchase goods from 
manufacturers and make their profit in 
selling to retailers. 

The two men are old acquaintances, they 
having known each other in Modesto, a 
point towhich large amounts of ‘Abbat t's 
false currency has been shipped. 

Murray was at one time a deputy consta- 
ble of Stanislaus. He was also clerk of the 
Russ House in Modesto and owner of a liv- 
ery stable at Oakdale. He has also been.a 
farmer, and in general was looked upon as 
a reliable and well-to-do man, He came to 
this city and opened the saloon at No. 17% 
Fourth street. The place was a resort for 
hard characters. While living at Modesto 
he handled large amounts of counterfeit 
money, and continued his operations after 
coming to this city, where he found a more 
extensive field. hen arrested he had in 
his possession ten bogus standard dollars 
and twenty half-dollars. 

Howell, who undoubtedly worked with 


‘“Murrayin dealing in counterfeit meney, 


went to Stockton a little over a year ago. 
He is the husband of the daughter of W. B. 
Johnson, who died two years ago, leaving 
Mrs. Howellan estate of 3500, 0000 

Several weeks ago a package of Abbatti’s 
coin was seized by Agent Harris in Wells, 
Fargo & Co.’s express. It was marked and 
forwarded to its destination at, Stockton, 
after Sheriff Cunningham was notified to 
keep a watch for the person who would re. 
ceive it. 

Howell was seen to"gct the package and 
receipt for it. Cunningham wished to ar- 
rest him to prevent the distribution of the 
money, but could not do so until orders 
were received trom Harris. The order was 
sent on Wednesday night after the fact of 
Abbatti’s and Viscounte’s arrest became 
known. Sheriff Cunningham found Howell 
in bedat his home at 8:30 o'clock that 
night and took chargeof him. Heaccepted 
the situation without comment. Ina safe 
at his office were found 200 counterfeit 
quarter dollars, 180 halves and 40 standard 
dollars. 

James Smith, arrested at Petaluma dur- 
ing the first week of April last and held to 
answer for passing counterfeit money, is 
another of the gang. He has since been 
confined in the County Jail, but was re- 
moved to Alameda yesterday to prevent 
him from communicating in Italian with 
Abbatti and Viscounte, who were placed in 
adjoining cells. Abbatti was removed to 
the County Jail at San José yesterday after- 
noon. It is generally believed that Smith 
gave the Government agents valuable infor- 


mation to enable them to run down tite” 


There are a number of other arrests 
to follow, among them being three men of 
great importance among counterfeiters. 
IN THIS CITY. 
Just what has been done in this city is 
Several of the spurious 
coins have fallen into the hands of de- 


tectives and other officers, but whether 


they are regularly working on the case 
isnotknown. The Northern papers, in 
describing the bogus coin, say it is al- 
most perfect; that the plating is first- 
class, and the ‘‘ring’’ closely »approxi- 
mates that of good silver. This de- 
scription fits the coin found in this city 
with the exception that the plating is 
poor, in one or two instances being so 
thin and faulty as to be readily removed 
with the finger nail. One well-known 
private detective has one or two of these 
coins 
There is still a well-defined beliet in 
many quarters that the room in the old 
postoffice building where the fire origi- 
oe yesterday a week ago was occu- 
d by one of the gang. It will be re- 
that the fire occurred shortly 
after 4 o’clock in the morning, and was 
caused by the explosion of a small coal 
oil stove. When the firemen arrived 
they broke in the door, and ina short 
time the fire was extinguished.

hole was covered up. The room was 
plainly furnished. only containing a 
bed, table and chair. There was part 
of a .oaf of bread in a chest in the room 
and some crackers. There,#was abso- 
lutely nothing by which the ‘identity of 
the occu ant of the room could be es- 
tablished."

He has searched higt 
and low for the man described by the 
little girl, who claims to have had such 

a terrible experience, after having beer 
tied hand and foot by the unknowr~” 
fiend who then threatened to cut hei 
throat unless she submitted to his vile 
proposals. 

Johnston arrested the only man in 
the city who answered the girl’s de. 
scription. and when she refused to iden. 
tify him that officer began to grow -sus- 
picious and is now of the opinion ‘that 
the little girl must have fallen asleer 
during the absence of her parents and 
dreamed that a terrible ore was 
taking place. 

The strange part of the story is the 
fact that Johnston found foot-tracks in 
the back yard that correspond with the 
shoes worn by the man _ he arrested. 
The shoes fit the tracks exactly. and 
Detective Johnston is confident that ii 
any such crime was committed he is the 
man, 

He will spend today and tomorrow 
on the case and if the guilty party is 
not forthcoming he will give up the 
case to let some other detective try his 
‘hand. It is a singular case and it is to 
be hoped that ‘the mystery will be 
cleared up as soon as possible. 


CHINESE GAMBLIN® 


It is Useless for Officers ta 4racst the 
Rascals. 

‘The prompt manner Weich tne 
bottom was knocked out of the Chinese 
lottery case that Officer Ihms worked 
up against four heathens the other day 
shows that it is almost useless to 
attempt to convict these copper-colored 
criminals as long as the courts cannot 
protect Chinese Witeesrey. against the 
highbinders. 

It is absolutely necessary > use 
Chinese witnesses in all criminal case 
where Chinese are defendants, and there 
are a number of honest Chinamen who 
are willing to testify if the highbinders 
will let,them alone. 

In the Ihms lottery case ‘there were 
three or four Chinamen who were 
anxious to testify for the prosecution 
and had gone so far as to inform the 
officers what they knew, but they sud- 
denly changed their minds and declared 
that they knew nothing about the case. 
Officer Ihms investigated and learned 
that the highbinders had been after 
them and had threatened to kill them 
in case they gave testimony against the 
defendants. Highbinders generally 
keep their word in such cases and there 
are but few Chinamen who dare violate 
the commands of one of them. , As long 
as the courts cannot reach these high- 
binders crime among Chinese will have 
full sway.

on ‘Christ’s Divinity”—Pico Heights 
Methodist Chureh—Y¥, M.C. A.— 
Pacific Gospel Union, 
Rev. Burt Estes Howard of Cleve 
land ©O., a young minister, slight in 


’ stature, of slender frame and magnetic 


presence, preached yesterday morning 
at the First Presbyterian Church to a 
largecongregation. His text was from 
Galatians 6:14, the earnest words of 
Paul: “But God forbid that I should 
glory, save in the cross of our Lord 
Jesus Christ.’? Delineating the charac- 
ter of Paul he held him up as the ideal 
preather of impassioned utterance, but 
expressing, nevertheless, calm delibera- 
tion and. dispassionate reasoning. A 
preacher who was preéminently a 
Christian rather than a churchman, a 
difference not all have found out yet. 
Forms and ceremonies, rites and minis- 
tfations are as nothing in God's sight. 
~ ‘Men sometimes curse the world for its 

emptiness simplv because they fail to 
find fullness. Paul: gloried in nothing 

save the cross of Christ, he counted the 
veri as nothing, and the judgment of 

ftrong a mind is worth something to 
us. The world doesn't contain food for 
eternal lifé, and we cannot draw out of 
the world what is not in it. In this 
world it is not much if one has all they 
aim at,“ as Queen Elizabeth said of 
the crown, “It seems grander to 
those who lool at it than to those who 
wear it.” Measure life with the rod of 
truth; make it greater than its trap- 
pings. The son] that can rise above the 
world is greater than the world. If we 
would seize the crown of life we must 
come empty handed. The door into the 
kingdom is the door of sacrifice, but it 
demands the sacrifice only of things 
harmful: In the outset the new life is 
a process of stripping, pulling away the 
roots of a thousand affections. By and 
by the new life falls into adjustment 
and the tendency is to take hold on 
things new and grow there. Worldly 
things slip away and our life rises to be 
hid with His. 

The sermon abounded with apt similes 
and was delivered in a clear, strong 
voice which rose easily above the dis- 
tracting street noises which are such 
disturbing elements in this church, sit- 
uated as it is on one of the busiest cor- 
ners in the city. Although speaking 
from manuscript, his attention was not 
confined strictly to notes, and he spoke 
with great freedom and ease. | 

This sermon was listened to with rapt 
attention, as it is altogether likely that 
Rev. Mr. Howard will be retained if 
possible ‘as permanent pastor. For the 
past two or three years he has been the 
‘associate pastor of Rev. Dr. Hiram C. 
Hadyn over the old Stone Thurch in 
Cleveland—an edifice traditional in the 
ranks of Presbyterianism. Rev. How- 
ard preached again last evening. 

FIRST METHODIST CHURCH. 
‘The large congregation which gath- 
ered at the First Methodist Church yes- 
terday morning listened to’ a sermon 
which reached the sublime helg¢hts of 
ulpit ordtory from the inspired lips of 
ishop C. H. Fowler. It is doubtful if 
the Bishop ever reached a loftier height 
of eloquence than he did yesterday in 
his sermon on ‘‘The Seven Seals.’’ Al- 
though he has preached in this city 
many times, he never spoke more en- 
tirely to the satisfaction of his friends. 
The sermon was strong from beginning 
to end, and its greatest merit was in its 
spiritual power. It would be impossi- 
ble to give an adequate idea of the dis- 
course in the brief space allotted. The 
thoughts in it were especially val- 
uable to young men, or _ those 
whose minds are -in the  form- 
ative period. ‘Seals make fast the 
the book which isto give out fully God’s 
purpose in the Book,’’ he said, and then 
named the séven seals—consciousness, 
need of revelation, the Bible, consecra- 
tion, crucifixion, the resurrection—tak- 
ing them up point by peint and elab- 
‘orating as he went. On the point of 
revelation he said ‘‘the things we need 
to know come easily within our reach. 
The God to whom we owe our existénce |° 
teaches us the way over the weary 
years. 

“The Bible discounts all other books 
‘in history, logic, poetry and oratory, 
and can master any department except 
fiction. In its authorship it was written 
by every sort of nba that a thinkable 
God could use. The Book is worth your 
thought, Hold ontoit. It touches our 
needs and is the only thing to save us 
from our sins, It takes away the dread 
and sting of death. These seven seals 
will hold the truth of God.” 

The gifted speaker closed with a most 


vivid description of the Savior’s cruci- 


fixion and death. Last evening the 
Bishop preached at Pasadena.

The graduated series of teachings 
about Christ, as shown in the doctrines 
of the humanitarians, theosophists, the 
gnostics, the Trinitarians and the Swed- 
enborgians was. then explained and 
dwelt upon.

was more than human as we 
know humanity here. He saw and 
had a consciousness of His  pre- 


éxistence; He could heal at a dis- 
tance and had power to touch some of 
the lines and currents of forces that 
are heyond our reach today. This 
power was His by gift alone. Christ’s 
doctrine was one of reconciliation. 
God has nothing against us. He needs 
no sacrifice, no intercessor. He loves 
us. There never was a teacher that 
took a similar position. That Christ 
occupied asubordinate position to the 
Godhead the speaker considered proved 
by a number of passages he quoted, and 
that it was impossible to read the Gos- 
pels without coming to that conclusion. 
As to divinity—let it be explained what 
is meant by divinity. Love, wisdom, 
conscience, are all ivine and are at- 
tributes from God that have come to 
man, if: exhibited only in a dim fashion. 
“I never would say that Christ was di- 
vine, although the divinest being on 
earth.” What is the use of trying: to 
define, life, love or Christ?) People are 
not satisfied without interminable 
questions upen the constitution of 
things—they want to dissect everything. 
The question should be, what can these 
things do? and then to ‘work them into 
character. 

The man who tells: me that Christ 
Was omniponent robs me of His ex- 
ample. Asan absolute God he ceases 
to be a pattern for man, who could have 
no hope to aspire. to his perfection. 
Christ appeared on our level and made 
human character out of His two com- 
mandments.~ Christ's test for those 
that love him is that they keep his com- 
mandments. Creeds, theories and sec- 
ond-hand beliefs should be discarded. 
Put His words into flesh and blood in 
your life and you will not want any-one 
to come along with theories and expla- 
nations. Throw out the metaphysics, 
the speculations and the dreams and 
learn to follow and practice the teach- 
ings of the Christ who, if He taught 
‘anythifg under the sun, inculcated the 
virtue of self-sacrifice.

‘THE SOCIAL EVIL 


A Crusade Commenced by the San Fran- 
cisco Police Authorities. 

‘The San Francisco police. authorities 
have at last determined to remove the 
‘cribs’? from Dupont street, in that 
city, which for so long have been aneye- 
sore there as Alameda street has here, 
and Chief Crowley has given orders to 
that effect, as will be scen by the fol- 
lowing from the Chronicle of Saturday: 

For many years complaints have been 
made of the maintenance of houses of ill 
repute on Dupont street, between Bush and 
California streets. The thoroughfare had 
become so notorious that it was unfit for 
any self-respecting man, let alone a woman, 
to pass along it. ; 

There has been a change, however' 
brought about by the issuance of an order 
from the office of Chief Crowley naming 
Tuesday, June 21, asthe last day on which 
the nefarious trafic could be conducted by 
the tenants of the Dupont street houses. 
The blinds are drawn tight, and even when 
the policeman on the beat is out of the way 
there is no evidence of life alomg the line. 
The plates are off the doors, the shutters 
are tightly fastened, and if the plates ever 
go up again and the shutters thrown open 
it will only be under a new chief of police, 
for Chief Crowley declares he will keep Du- 
pont street free of the scenes of the past 
so long as he is in office. 

The edict of the chief was that the women 
should no longer reside on the ground floor 
of the houses, and that soliciting should be 
stopped. There was formerly a regulation, 
too, which provided that the shutters must 
be closed, ut this the inmates disregarded 
saving When a. police officer was in sight. 
When the policeman on the beat turned into 
Dupont street there was a sound like alignt 
battery in action. It was the closing of 
window blinds in compliance with the ordi- 
nance, operative solely when the officer was 
within hearing. The noise started with the 
window nearest to the policeman, and in a 
moment worked its way all along the blocks. 

Most of the houses along Dupont street 
in the proscribed district are only one 
story in height. These bave all been ya. 
cated, but the furniture remains, it being 
owned by the landlords, who practically 
owned the womenalso. In some casesthere 
are doublé-story houses,.and thése upper 
stories have been made a ‘refuge, but the 
majority of the women have sought the 
eet -of Berry alley. and Morton 
street. Even the upper are clear’so 
far-as can be seen from.the s treets. 

The owners of the houses are by no 
means pleased with the chief's order, for it 
cuts off a Shylock income which the -Vene- 
tian money lender would have been 
ashamed to. have charg¢d. The house and 
furniture owners, howerer,, have no re- 
course. 


COL. W. G. SCHREIBER. 
He Will Qualify this Morning as Com- 


The long-standing controversy over 
the colonelcy of the Seventh Regiment, 
N.G.C., will be finally settled this morn- 
ing, when Col. W. G. Schreiber will be 
qualified, on orders from headquarters, 
by Adjt.-Gen. Butler, and will assume 
command. 

As‘to Col. Russell, whose term ex- 
pired on the 25th, he will go on the re- 
tired list, having forwarded his applica- 
tion to that effect on the 24th, just one 
day previous to the expiration of his 
time. The court martial which recently 
convened to trv Col. Russellin this city, 
on charges preferred by Lieut. Alfonso, 
failed to convict him, and for this 
reason he is enabled to retire. It was 
feared that some trouble would result 
over the matter if orders reinstating 
Russell were sent down before the expi- 
ration of his term, and for this reason it 
is believed that they were held back at.

There would be some 
changes, they said, where they thought 
the service could be improved, but no 
definite namber.had been decided upon. 
It is known, however, that some of the 
school board favor male principals, ex- 
cept in the lower grades, and it is prob- 
able that there will be changes in these 
positions. 

It is reported. also that Assistant Su- 
perintendent Baker is in communication 
with the Ventura school board in regard 
to the superintendency of the schools of 
that city, but so far as known no definite 
arrangements have been made. 

On the ist of July Chief Janitor 
Henry and Assistant Mannon sever 
their connection with the school depart- 
ment, after’ several years’ service, and 
at the next meeting of the board there 
will probably be other changes.

EVOLUTION OF THE IRON RAIL. 


Single Generation. 

[Age of Steel] 

The introduction of the locomotive as 

a motive power in transportation de- 
veloped the necessity of the iron rail. 
They were simply consecutive in the 
opening series of an epoch-making 
event, and in connection have revolu- 
tionized the commercial and -industrial 
coniitions of the present.century, The 
éarliest iron used in track comstruction 
was cast in plates three or four feet 
long,.two or three inches wide and, 
from one-half. to three-fourths of 
inch thick, As puddling 
furnace and rolling mill were added 
to the. equipments:.of the iron 
master, it became possible’ to roll 
the iron rail‘at. 4 minimized cost, In’ 
the year 1820 a wrought iron rail was 
patented in Great. Britain, and nine 
years later a wroyghtiron edge rail, 
with, fish-bellied web. was .used -by 
Stephenson on the Liverpool and Man-* 


fifteen feet . long, ‘supports. three feet 
apart and weighed thirty-five pounds 
per yard. In 1832 the English rolled 
rail of the Clarence pattern was laid’on 
= Old Postage Railway of Pennsylva- 
nia. 
In the manufacture of rails American 
progress was hampered: by the lack of 
appliances, and when, in 1828, the 
corner-stone of the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railway was laid, there was no* a roll- 
ing mill in the United States where rails 
of the English pattern could be made. 
For some time a strap rail of: bar iron 
was used—this was inches wide, 
of an inch thick, the holes for the spikes 
being drilled by hand. The first rai} 
rolled with a base was designed by the 
resident of the Camden and Amboy 
‘Railroad, and was manufactured in 
Wales, the first lot imported consisting 
of 550 bars, eighteen feet long and 
weighing thirty-six pounds to the yard. 
These arrived in Philadelphia in the 
year 1831, and when put into use were 
fastened to stone blocks with hook-) 
headed spikes, and at the joints of the 
rail iron tongués were fastened to the_ 
stem by rivets driven home when hot.’ . 
The first rail mill inthe United'States 
was located in Alleghany county, Mary- 
land, and the first rail made in 1844. 
This fail weighed forty-two pounds to 
the yard, and was an approximate imi-. 
tation of the Evans (British) patent.. 
The T and strap rail gradully made 
way for improved types, notably that 
of the Stevens patent, importations of 
this rail from England continuing till 
.1845. The pear-shaped and also 
the compound rail divided honors 
as successors of the original types. 
The war cloud of the sixties shadowed 
for a time the progress of improvement 
in the iron rail. “Invention and experi- 
ment were focused on arms of preci- 
sion, while the successive exigencies of 
the situation were not in favor of the 
calm and undivided attention essential 
.to mechanical improvements. Mean- 
-while the steel rail was being evolu- 
tionized in Europe, and after its British 
installation the first rail of its 
kind manufactured in the United States 
was turned out at the North Chicago 
rolling mills in 1865. The Bessemer 
steel rail is now practically ubicuitous, 
and has intersected the .commercial 
centers of both hemispheres. The 
magnitude of its use can be seen by the 
production inthe United States in 1891.- 
For use as street rails the produc- 
tion tallied at 91,058. ‘net.’ tons.: 
while the total for all uses amounted 
to 1,448,219 net tons, the produc- 
tion in Great Britain for the same year 
figuring at 662,676 gross tons. These: 
totals, though far be!ow. the product of 
1890 in both countries, are still of suffi- 
cient proportions to evidence the favor 
and eminence of the Bessemer steel rail, 
which as an evolution from the original 
cast iron plates, isa remarkable exam- 
ple of progress, both in metallurgy and.

LOSS OF LIFE AT SEA. 


Greatly Decreased by Recent Improve- 
ments in Marine Architecture. 
Much is written on the question of 
lives lost at sea, and though Engineer- 
ing does not wish to check the zeal of 


men who have done noble. service in 


safeguarding our sailors from the un- 
scrupulous practices resorted to in the 
past by rapacious shipowners, the 
paper named thinks the great improve- 
ment of recent years is too often ig- 
nored and the tendency to over-legis- 
late very great. In ten years the num- 


.ber of lives-lost has decreased by nearly 


one-half. and when it is noted that the 
British fleet has in that period in- 
creased from-8.600,000 to 9,680,000 
tons this result is even more favorable. 
Our sailing ships are being improved in 
design, so as the better to withstand 
great storms, and the adoption of steel 
minimizes thedangerof stranding. The 
small, old wooden vessels are disap- 
pearing atthe rate of about 1000 a 
year. These facts indicate a cause 
why the proportion of lives lost to the 
total tonnage entering and clearing our 
ports has decreased from 4.17 per 
100,000 tons in 1881 to 2.06 in 1890. 
This represents a decrease according to 
tonnage of one-half. In the case of 
steamers the increase in traflic is equal 
to 43.6 per cent. and yet there isa de- 
crease in the number of lives lost of 28 
In other words, the lives lost 
were equal to 0.57 per 100,000 tons of 
steamers frequenting our ports in 1881 
and in 1890 0.41 per 100,000 tons. 
In 1882 the ratio was 1.05 and in 1886 
0.16 per 100,000 tons. These were 
the highest and lowest in the decade 
and indicate the possibilities of great 
fluctuations due to extraordinary dis- 
asters. .The tendency, however, is to- 
ward a substantial decrease. In ten 
years the deaths among masters and 
seamen from all causes decreased from 
28.2 per LOOOemployed to 13.1 per 
1000,

THE THEOSOPHISTS. 


Last Evening. _ 

The theosophists had a 
house at St. Vincent’s Hall last night.

Dr. Hobbs said :that if 
there was a case death where all the 
organs and tissue of the body were ina 
perfectly normal coudition after death, 
it would prove that life was not gener- 
ated by but was independent of the phys- 
ical organism. That this can be done 
is now proven by the’ recent experi- 
ments in electrocution in New York, 
The post mortem examination of the 
| convicts executed by electricity demon- 
strates that no organ,’nerve or tissue 
has been injured or destroyed. This 
adds a great fact to the discoveries of 
modern science and opens the way for 
the admission of life and soul as_ some- 
thing separated from_ and independent 
of the body. That the physical body 
was upon one plane of nature while 
life was upon another, that evidently 
electricity Was tpon the same plane of 
nature as life and the heavy charge of 
electricity drove out the life and the 
soul from the body as a heavy stream of 
water forced into a goblet would drive 
out some other liquid from the same 
place. Tessier had recently discovered 
an atomic force which when applied to a 
battery would drive out the electricity 
from the battery as the electricity 
drove out the life from the body in elec- 
trocution. 

After referring. to many scientific 
principles and experiments, Dr. Peebles 
illustrated several by the use ofa bat- 
tery. The meeting was then thrown 
Open, as usual, to the asking and an- 
swering of questions. 

One “question was: *‘How can you 
demonstrate the existence of life as an 
individuality separate from the body?’’ 
Several answers were given. Among 
them Mr. Clark said: You can demon- 
strate that the individuality is separate 
from the personality. The personality 
is composed of body, traits of character, 
etc. Science says that every atom of 
the body changes at least once in seven 
vears and the eminent Frenchman, 
Camille Flammac.on, Says that, with 
the exception of the eyelids and a few 
such places, every atom of the body 
probably changes every few months.
